Mr. and Mrs Ro sevtdt nt long last to*k delegates 
lo the Democratic convent inn into theii confidence 
Thursday night. 
The President and his lady must be mentioned to­ 
gether in this connection because they made it obvious 
they wish to be thought ol as a team in the campaign 
lor reeled ion 
The country may expect to see Mrs 
Roosevelt on the platform this y ear In her husband's 
place. 
What they had to say was directed principally at 
members of the Democratic party and must be consid­ 
ered on that basis While each spoke on the desirability 
of suspending narrow partisanship, the fact is they 
were,dealing first-hand with del'gates to a political 
convention 
Partisanship can t be suspended in a con­ 
vention ; that's whe re partisanship is manufactured 
From the partisan viewpoint, therefore. President 
Roosevelt, with the assistance of Mrs. Roosevelt, ex­ 
plained to members ol the Democratic party how he 
happened to become their candidate tot a third term 
The essence of his exp anation is that the party draft­ 
ed him because he wanted to be drafted and he there­ 
fore intends to draft the party to stand 100 percent 
behind him for purposes of t lie campaign, which he 
will be too busy to conduct in the usual way 
It is desirable to remember in this connection thru 
there will be no more narrow partisanship in the 1940 
campaign than the defending patty cares to Inject 
Into it 
The Republican argument is forthright and 
candid 
Republicans believe that tor purposes of the 
national emergency which Mr Roosevelt and his par,y 
have proclaimed as the excuse for try ing to iierpetuate 
themselves in power the United States needs a change 
of administration. To buck up this argument the Re­ 
publican party will use the Roosevelt administration's 
record 
Its spokesmen will not let themselves be gagged 
by the plea there are too many things to do this y ear 
to permit a quadrennial review of the record 
His country men share President Roosevelt's pro­ 
fessed desire to let nothing about the campaign inter­ 
fere with the nation's welfare. 
It is, as he say s, the 
only thing that matters. They are as anxious as he Is 
to rise above petty partisanship, but many of them 
do not share his present belief there is no need to hold 
uu election tin- y ear. From where Ihoy stand, there 
seems to be special need. 
Unfortunately , the traces of the boldest kind of po­ 
litical maneuvering to get a third term nomination 
are visible all over the proceedings of the Chicago con­ 
vention and events leading up to the convention. The 
fine idealism of the President's remarks when he fin­ 
ally took delegates into his confidence at the close of 
their deliberations does not square with what already 
was known about the forces which propelled him Into 
a third term nomination.

Marine Corps to Get Ships

W ASHINGTON, July 22 — The 
Nav y disclosed today that, four de­ 
stroyers were being fitted out for 
use of the M arine corps, ev idencing 
efforts to speed creation of a "m in­ 
ute m an" expeditionary force ready 
for any hemisphere, emergency. 
T he destroyers are

warships, 
recently 
recommissioned 
after years of idleness. 
Nav al cir­ 
cles understood they would be con­ 
v erted into high speed transports, 
especially arm ed and equipped to 
put ashore adv ance forces a t any 
hem isphere point where hostilities 
threatened. 
At the same time officials said 
gressmen understood.
